it Joel not afford the Gazette, and we 
can not believe that it affords any other pa. 
per in the State, pleasure to abuse the 
Madison press, nor to misrepresent the 
journalists of that city. On the contrary, 
we have several times taken occasion to 
defend the papers of Madison (rom the as­ 
persions cast upon them by other State pa* 
pere. 
W hether the Journal appreciated 
what we did, we do not know, neither do 
we care. We wrote the editorial referred to 
by tho Journal with as thorough an under­ 
standing of the school book bill as the ed­ 
itor of the Journal possesses. Now about 
tbs “ ring ” aud the “ monopoly” business 
connected with the school book question. 
The bill of last winter, and the Journal has 
not forgotten it, named a|very prominent 
editor and publisher in this State, as the 
sole contractor tor publishing the school 
books, and who was given the sole right ot 
publishing them, for a term of fifteen 
years, the bill nit king it a misdemeanor 
for any school teacher to use any other 
book, than those made by the contractor. 
If this is not a good illustration of a “ring” 
or at least a monopoly, will the Journal 
please define the terms 'n 
That bill was so odious in its general 
character, that it could not pass the Legis­ 
lature. It was conceived in selfishness, 
was born with the mark of 
“monopoly '’ 
stamped upon its (ace, and undertook to 
force itself upon the State. Tne Anderson 
bill of tills winier, .though of the s.m e 
parentage, is probably a little more re­ 
spectable. The name of the editor ol the 
Journal was omitted from this 
bill 
and 
much 
to 
his 
credit. 
We 
still claim the “ring,” is at Madison, for we 
happen to know that lf the Anderson bill 
passed, the publishers in that city expected 
to get the contract, for no firm outside the 
State could bid for the publishing as the 
bill required the work to be done withiu 
the Slate, aud toe Journal office being tho 
beat equipped in Wisconsin and the only 
one wnich could successtuily bid under the 
terms of the bill, would have no doubt re­ 
ceived the contract. 
It the Journal is in 
favor of the “freest competition,” why did 
It strain every nerve to secure the passage 
of the infamous bill of last winter ? Why 
did it not favor competition coming from 
A. 8. Barnes & Co., the Harpers, Ivison* 
Blakeman,Taylor <fc Co., or other prominent 
publishers not within the State? No. 
These were all barred, and the fact is a 
publishing ring undertook to secure a m o- 
a op cly at the expense ot the people. Even 
in the Anderson bill, it was made a misde­ 
meanor to use any other school book than 
that made by the contractor. If this it not 
fostering a monopoly, what under heaven 
does the Journal call a monopoly, or has it 
any detinue idea on the subject ? The State 
of Wisconsin is too large, and the Republi­ 
can party is not strong enough, to father 
any sucn scheme as this. 
Besides all this, we fail to see wherein 
the books could be made any cheaper for 
the people, 
and 
we very 
much 
doubt whether they would be as finely 
printed and illustrated. In giving the re­ 
tail price of books, the Anderson bill was 
not fair. It gave the National Reader No. 
6, at $1 50, whereas it retails at $1.10, and 
la sold in quantities to school districts for 
$1.00. It gave Swlnton’a Condensed His­ 
tory at $1.25, w V jreas they are only 90 
cents. Robinson’s Algebra was quoted al 


$1.50, when they are retailed at $1.20 and 
are sold to the districts in quantities at 
$1.08. The bill provided that all works of 
a scientific character, requiring illustra­ 
tions, should be comparatively rated for 
compensation at 60 per cent off from the 
M all price of Robinson’s Algebra as “fixed 
in the table.” Here is a catch. Consider­ 
ing the number of pages, the algebra is a 
high priced book, and any book which 
required scientific * illustration would be 
rated with Robinson, and hence as high a 
price obtained thereior as other publish­ 
ers now get. But we cannot further 
go 
into 
details.

believe 
the school book bill would have proved 
very expensive to the people. 
There has 
been a material reduction in the price ot 
school books during the past two or three 
years, and at present prices no one can 
complain, and yet we believe we will see 
them still lower. 
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$90,000 for another wing, and $10,000 for 
furniture, and though in the language of 
the trustees there was an “imperative d e 
mand” for the $90,000 wing, the Legisla­ 
ture had some regard for the right of the 
people, and “indefinitely postponed” the 
bill. 
The State Board of Charities and Re­ 
form which had investigated the question 
of enlarging the hospitals, reported adverse­ 
ly to such an extravagant expenditure of 
public money. This aroused the ire of the 
ambitious Dr. Kcmpster, of the Northern 
Hospital, who thought more of presiding 
over a palacial hospital, than of the inter­ 
ests of the tax payers, and a bill was in­ 
troduced to abolish the 8tate Board of 
Charities. Kernpater thought he owned 
nearly the whole of the state, and koew 
more than the Legislature, but when that 
body “indefinitely postponed” the bill, be 
probably changed his mind. 
The interest or the State was furthered 
when the Capitol extension scheme was 
defeated. The appropriation of $40,000 
for this purpose was ill-timed and un­ 
necessary, and the Legislature acted wisely 
in “indefinitely postponing” the bill. 
A change was also made in the manner 
of publishing the reports of the Supreme 
Court, which will safe the State and the 
legal fraternity a large amount of money in 
a year. These are some of the expensive 
measures which the Legislature in its good 
sense, refused to endorse.

The smallest amount ever 
appropriated tor the support of the navy 
was in 1794, being only $61.408 97. The ! 
largest expenditure was in 1865, when i t I 
amounted to $122,617,963, or more than one-:

$911,288,985 37. 
In 1799 the navy was 
largely Increased, and the amount for its 
support was increased from $300,000, its

‘‘Heat is Life—Gold is Death.'’ 


Scientific American. 
There is no greater fallacy than the opin­ 
ion held by many, particularly the young 
and strong and vigorous, that winter—es­ 
pecially a sharp, frosty one, with plenty of 
snow—is the moat healthy seasoa of the 
year. Very few persons seem to realize 
the fact that cold is the condition of death, 
and that, in both warm aud cold climates, 
it is our unconscious effort to maintain our 
bodily heat at a temperature of ntuety- 
eigbt degrees that wears us oat. To this 
temperature, called “blood heat,” every 
cubic inch of oxygen that serves to vital­ 
ize our blood must be raised by our own 
bodily heat, or life ceases. Since in cold 
weather the maintenance of a sufficiently 
elevated bodily temperature becomes very 
often too great for our strength, the advent 
of a severe winter 19 really more to be 
dreaded than the visitation of a pesti­ 
lence.

If any one conscious of bay* 
fog caught one feels cold chills creeping 
up the back, let him apply a mustard plas­ 
ter to the bottom of the spine an i lower 
m rtot the back at once, and by so doing 
ie may avert a dangerous illness before 
it Is too late and medical advice can be 
procured.

Chicago, March 19. 
The exciteJient pending the passage of 
the Silver bill having subsided into its na­ 
tural channel, has left a void which Mayor 
Heath’s present retrenchment policy is 
rapidly filling. Ile claims that the reduc­ 
tion of lifteen per cent. in all municipal ex­ 
penses, which Le intends to euforce, is the 
only means whereby the city can support 
itself upon the tax receipts for the present 
fiscal year, and has instructed the heads of 
Departments to reduce expense* either by 
a reduction in the force, or in salaries. 
In accordance with these instructions 
Captain Hickey has requested the resigna­ 
tion of seventy policemen, and Marshal 
Jlenner will dispense with the services of 
thirty firemen. The reduction will neces­ 
sitate the closing of one or two unimpor­ 
tant stations, aud place one or more en­ 
gines in disuse, but it is belleyed the 
efficiency of neither Department will be 
impaired thereby ; and so the number 
really discharged Is so small compared 
with* that at first proposed, there is ev­ 
idence of a returning confidence in the
